STATE IS NOT HOPEFUL 





Prosecutor Admits to Friends 
That He Probably Can- 
not Convict.

CLINTON, Ill, Aug. 1—There_ is 
scarcely any testimony or evidence ad- 
missible in a court of law that Pet Ma- 
gill was murdered. The weight of the 
evidence produced before the grand jury 
indicates that she took her awn life. 

The grand jury will finish its inquiry 
into the Magill case today and will 
make its rete to the Circuit Court to- 
morrow. If the jury retutms an indict- 
ment against Fred Magill it will noc 
be because of any evidence that he is 
guilty of murdering his wife, but. will 
be because of lack of important evidence 
that has been withheld by Magill's at- 
torneys. Fred Magill and his lawyers 
wish the grand jury to indict them. If 
this grand jury snould fail to indict, it 
would yet leave Magill under a cloud 


and taken up at any future time by 
any Prosecuting Attorney who chose to 
go into it, and Magill could be again 
arrested, wherever he might be, and 
brought back to Clinton to await anoth- 
er investigation.. 


Trying to Force Action. 

To force the grand jury to indict him 
his attorneys have hidden Marguerite 
Magill and have refused to show the 
jury letters, alleged to have been writ- 
ten by Mrs. Magill, before she died. In 
the absence of these letters, which the 
State ulleges are forgeries, written by 
Fred Magill, and in the absence of the 
testimony of Marguerite Magill, the 
grand jury can hardly fail to return an 
indictment against Fref. Magill. 

His lawyer was summoned before the 
jury yesterday, and in refusing to. show 
the letters he told the jury’ to go ahead 
and indict. ; 

The belief here is that Magill’s bride, 
Faye Graham Magill, will not be indict- 
ed. The State’s Attorney has abandoned 
the theory that Fred Magill murdered 
his. wife and is going new upon the 
theory that there was a suicide compact 
between them; that the wife carried 
out her pert, and Magill did not. 


Can’t“ Convict, Prosecutor Says. 

t- even the State’s Attorney admits 
to his intimate friends that Magill can 
never be convicted upon the facts now 
knowh, and he declares that he was 
urged into calling a -grand jury by pub- 
lic clamor. ; 

There are some facts which cause a 
suspicion of murder, but there is a com- 
plete and strong chain of facts and cir- 
cumstances which point to suicide, and 
they so far outweigh the evidences of 
murder that a jury would be bound, 
lawyers say; to have a reasonable doubt 
of the guilt of Magill. 

It has been shown to the grand jury 
that Mrs. Magill had suffered from 
rheumatism and indigéstion, heart weak- 
ness and headaches, and that doctors 
had treated her for those ailments for 
12 years. Her, _ headaches were very vio- 
lent and she was in the habit of taking 
morphine tablets and chloroform for 
relief. She had told different persons 
that she feared she would iose her mind 
from the headaches, and she had spells 
of melancholia in which she talked of 
suicide. She told different people that 
she intended to end her life. — “

It was given by Megerick 
Calustrian, a blacksmith, who lives on 
West Thirty-seventh street. He accuses 
the priest of inciting several murders 
in Constantinople. 

Calustrian declared that the priest 
had told him of leiters containing 
threats of death that were sent to 
wealthy merchants and that at least 
five times emissaries were sent from 
New York to commit murder in the 
capital of Turkey. 

Was Ordered to Kill Two. 

The blacksmith insisted that he him- 
self had been assigned io ‘‘remove”’ two 
men, but had avoided the commission 
of these crimes by employing various 
pretexts. His examination was renewed 
today. 

Nicholas Malick, now under arrest 
charggd with receiving stolen goods, 
says that two years ago he was placed 
on the death list and subsequently took 
the matter up with Martogessian, with 
the result that it was dropped.

Priest Under $35,000 Bail. 


Following his arralgnment in 
Tombs Court, where he was held in 
$10,000 bail.until this afternoon at 2 
o'clock, Father Levont Martouguessian, . 
the Armenian priest, was taken before 
Judge O'Sullivan in General Sessions, 
and on District Attorney Jerome's re- 
quest was placed under $25,000 addi- 
tional bail. An indictment charging 
him with. attempted robbery had been 
returned by the grand jury, while the 
proceedings in the police court were 
going on. In asking that this addi- 
tional bail be imposed, the District At- 
torney said: 


“This man has been indicted for at- 
tempted robbery in the second degree, 
and in view of the circumstances con- 
nected with the case I think the bail 
should be fixed at a high figure. It is 
probable that the investigation now 
going on may result in having him in- 
dicted for another offense, wifich will 
not be bailable.”’ 

Martouguessian was locked in a cell 
remote rom that in which Bedros 
Hampartzoomian, the murderer of the 
rug. importer, is confined, and the 
Tombs Warden issued an order forbid- 
ding any communication between the 
prisoners. 


Does Not Want Liberty. 


The priest would not have accepted 
his liberty, had it been offered. Infor- 
mation had been conveyed to him by 
some mysterious means that he had 
been marked for death by a faction of 
the Hunchakist, which believed he had 
personally benefited from the contribu- 
tions to the revolutionary fund, instead 
of turning it over to the cause. 

“My countrymen are excitable,” said 
Martougessian, “and until they become 
cooler, it is just as well, that I should 
remain where I am.” 

Evidence to support the charge made 
in the Tombs Court and subsequently 
before the grand jury, was obtained by 
Capt. McCafferty, Chief of the Detect- 
ive Bureau, who succeeded after per- 
sistent effort, in inducing half a dozen 
wealthy Armenians publicly to accuse 
the priest of attempted extortion. Mc- 
Cafferty made a short affidavit in which 
he named—with their consent—four of 
the leading Armenians of New York, 
who declare that Martouguessian s0- 
licited money from them with an im 
ee threat, if they refused his demand.

Walsh of New York 


‘Publicly Disgraced and Branded as Pol- 
troon for Hiding From Murderer. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Aug. 1—Stephen S. 
Walsh has been found guilty of cowarad- 
ice and ignominiously dismissed from 
the Police Department. His shield and 
brass buttons and other insignia of a 
policeman were stripped from him on 
the steps of the Mulberry street en- 
trance of police headquarters while a 
woman across the street—evidently one 
of his relatives—sobbed aloud and doz- 
ens of policemen stood in silent, scowl- 

ing groups. 

Bareheaded and _ disgraced. Walsh 
staggered across the street and spoke 
to the woman. She turned and ran 
from him. A sympathetic bystander 
lent him an old straw hat and, leaning 
on the arm of his. brother—a former 
policeman—he disappeared in the Sub- 
way entrance at Mulberry and Bleeck- 








er streets. 
——— 





Walsh was the first New York po- 
policeman to be ever accused of physi- 
cal cowardice in more than _ thirty 
years. He hid in a tailor shop in the 
Spalding. Building In West Forty-sec- 
ond street for 20 minutes on July 23 in 
fear of a pistol in the hands of Frank 
Warner, who had just shot and killed 
Esther Norling in the street. 

While Walsh was cowering in the 
tailor shop, shouting for help and in- 
sisting to two other men in the room 
that he was shot, Warner escaped 
through a rear window and within two 
hours killed John C. Wilson at Waver- 
ly place and Green street, three miles 
distant. 

On July 24 charges of cowardice 
preferred by Inspector Walsh 
Policemen Walsh and ‘Tracy 
They were called for trial last Mon- 
day. Walsh was tne first tried. The 
charges against Roosa were dismissed.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 3.—Native crime 


has lately been greatly on the increase 
in the British part of the city, and the 
Municipal Council has in consequence 
decided to press for the reinstatement 
of the cangue and bamboo as methods 
of punishment. Both these have long 
been omitted from the city criminal 
code and the results have proved any- 
thing but satisfactory. 

Native criminals have been becoming 
increasingly daring, and the prospect 
of imprisonment has. no terrors for 
them. (While they are in Jail they are 


so far from being a deterrent, Is aciual- 
ly an incentive to crime. 

The cangue is a large wooden collar, 
fitting closely around the neck of the 
criminal, lt cannot be removed by day 
or night during the whole period of 
punishment, which may vary in length 
from a fortnight to three months. its 
form prevents the victim from stretch- 
ing himself at full length, and upon this 
depends in great part the. severity of 
the punishment, although it is question- 
able whether the Chinaman does not 
feel even more keenly the “loss of face’’ 
entailed by the public’ exposure. The 
offender is usually left, also, to be 
starved or fed by the public at their 
pleasure. His name and the nature of 
his offense are written on the cangue 
in large letters.

At Time of Report Railroads Had Already 
Raised the Rates—Wabash Caused Big 
Reduction by Abolishing Charges 
on Extra Switching. 





There is no more important subject to the people of St. Louis 


than the railroad rate on coal from the Illinois coal fields. 


These 


fields are the richest in the world. Their proximity to St. Louis 
should give this city superior advantage as a manufacturing center. 
It should assure cheap eoal to the people of St. Louis. 

Coal being shipped within the 100 mile radius established a 
i St. Louis Terminal Association as the limit in which the arbit- 
rary would not be abolished, still bears an arbitrary. | 

The Municipal Bridge and Terminal Commission asserted in 
its report that through its efforts the coal rate had been reduced 
and that the reduction would result in a saving of about $240,000 


annually to St. Louis consumers. 


A careful analysis of coal conditions now and for two years 
past, shows that the coal rate has been increased 64 per cent to 
East St. Louis, 13 per cent to consumers located on independent 
switching lines in St. Louis, and 38 per cent to consumers located 


on the Terminal tracks. 


A reduction in terminal charges from 


30 per cent to 20 per cent is covered by ar increase in the rate to 


East St. Louis. 


The. reduction of the bridge and terminal rate was caused 


directly by the Wabash’s action eliminating the switching rate on 


coal delivered to consumers on its own line, and the loss to other 
roads was made good by an in crease of the rate to East St. Louis. 


The following statement of facts gathered from reliable sources is 
of great interest to St. Louisans. 


In the preliminary report of the 
Municipal Bridge and Terminals Com- 
mission, dated Nov. 15,. 1905, after show- 
ing that the bridge arbitrary of from 2 


to 3 cents per 100 pounds between East 


St. Louis'and St. Louis would be par- 
tially absorbed by the Eastern lines, 
the report says (page 12): 

“The rate on bituminous coal within

substantial reductions in this com- 
modity will be granted.”

2. What was the character of the as- 
surances given to the commission by 
the railroads that the rate would be re-

8. Did the commission know at that 
time that the switching charge in St. 
Louis of 10 cents per ton on coal would 
be absorbed, and if so, why did it not 
aay so? 

It should be noticed, however, that 
the commission took no credit at that 
time for any reduction in the coal ar- 


bitrary. The fact is, it did not know. 


Report of June 1, 1906. 

In its report of June 1, 1906, the com- 
mission says (page. 4):

Mr. A. T. Perkins, the commission’s 
terminal expert, in a series of articles 
on the terminal situation in an after- 
noon paper said, “further agreement 


Was Obtained reducing the rate on soft’ 


coal from Illinois mines wherein the 
roads agreed to deliver on through St. 
Louis rates, free of. all switching 
charges, to tracks connected with all 
railroads in St. Louis (i. e., the Eastern 
roads absorbed the switching charges 
to industries on the tracks vf the West- 
ern roads in St. Louis).” 


Charge on Coal Switching. 


Before proceeding further it might 
be well to explain what this switching 
charge on coal is, as many do not un- 
derstand it. There are 18 railroads 
carrying coal frem the Illinois mines 
to East St. Louis, only three of which— 
the Wabash, Frisco and Iron Mountain 
—operate terminals on the St. Louis side 
of the river. 


These lines, of course, can carry 
coal from the mines in Illinois. to St. 
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]HER DISAPPEARANCE PUZZLES 1HE 
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other line to East St. Louis. The follow- 
ing is a case in point: 

Tne Louisville & Nashville 
a car of coal to East St. Louis for 
some industry’ located in the Iron 
Mountain yards in St. Louis. The Louis- 
ville & Nashville will charge 42 cents 
per ton for the haul to East St. Louis, 
or an average of about $16.80 per car. 
The Terminal takes that car and de- 
livers it to the Iyvon Mountain in St. 
Loulg and charges Zor that service 20 
cents per. tén—an average of $8 per 
car. When the car reastes the rails of 
the Iron Mountain Railwiy, that com- 
pany demands 10 cents ger ton, an 
average of $4 per car, for its service in 
making the delivery to the industry in 
its yards to which the car is consigned. 

At this point the L. & N. R. R. says, 
“We will pay that $4 per car switching 
ovt of our rate to East St. Louis.”’ 

In other words the L. & N. R. R. ab- 
sorbs the switching on the coal, and 
thereby meets the situation brought 
about by the Wabash, Frisco and Iron 
Mountain roads. After the L. & N. Rk. 
pays this switching charge of $4 per 
car, it still has a revenue of $12.80 per 
car for the haul to East St. Louis. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that 
neither the L. & N. R. R. or any other 
coal-carrying railroad is obliged to pay 
this switching charge on all its coal; it 
only pays the switching on that portion 
of {ts coal traffic delivered to St. Louis 
lines for switching to yards or indus- 
tries on those lines. The L. & N. R. R. 
retains the full amount of the revenue 
of $16.80 per car on the bulk of its 
coal traffic, for an average haul of 
14 miles to East St. Louis. 


.For years past, it should be remem- 
bered, the Terminal Associxtion had 
been charging 30 cents per ton for 
transferring this coal over the river, 
out of which the Terminal would pay 
the 10 cents per ton for the switching 
charge, if this coal was delivered to 
switch connections in St. Louis. 


This was a very profitable arrange- 
ment, as the Terminal retained the full 
amount of the rate when the coal was 
delivered \tu yards or industries located 
on its own rails. So much for the 
switching charge.

Rates Were Too Low. 


During the years 1901 and 1902 the 
rate on coal to East St. Louis from the 
so-called minimum rate group was 30 
cents per ton, and for the years 1903 
and 1904 the rate was 40 cents per ton. 
These rates were fixed by the St. Louis 
Coal Traffic Bureau, an association of 
railroads having for its object the agree- 
ing upon, fixing and maintaining of 
rates On coal to St. Louis and East 
St. Louis. During the spring of 1905 it 
was found that this 40-cent rate was 
being cut to certain favorec shippers 
and a rate war ensued, when the rate 
went as low as 10, 12 and 15 cents 
per ton. These rates did not last long, 
as the St. Louis Coal Traffic Bureau 
came forward and stopped the fight, 
and at a meeting of this coal bureau,

Now we see that during most of the

15th, 1906, through rates will be pub- 
lished by the_coal-carrying roads,” 
etc., etc. 

What the people of this town want 
to Know is did the Commission at the 
time that report was written, know 
that the railroads had already met 
and raised the rate on this coal to 
East St. Louis 64 per cent, and to 
St. Louis 13 per cent and 38 per cent? 
If the Commission did know this why 
did it not say so in its report? 

Why not be frank with the citizens 
of this town? They deserve it. If the 
Commission did not Know this, and if 
that portion of its report was written 
or inspired by some railroad man, and 
if after those tariffs were issued on 
June 15, 1906, the Commission found 
that this community had been flim- 
flammed, why did it not tell the peo- 
ple it had been deceived? Instead, 
however, we find in its report of May 
24, 1907, to which reference is al- 
ready made, that it actually takes 
credit for this feat of legerdemain. 

Now, let us see what there is in that 
clause. 

The Terminal Association, 
Ferry Company, the Interstate Car 
Transfer Co., and the Conlogue Rail- 
road had all been carrying a 30 vent 
transfer rate on coal between East St. 
Louis and St. Louis. This rate, how- 
ever, had been frequently cut to figures 
as low as 2, 15 and 12 cents per ton, 
and in some cases, 8 cents per ton, by 
the Wiggins Ferry, Interstate and Con- 
logue Railroad, until the Terminal As- 
sociation absorbed these mediums of 
transfer when these cut rates were wip- 
ed out and the full tariff rate of 30 cents 
per ton demanded. 

Wabash Charged. 

This went on until the Wabash Rail- 
road changed its management in the 
fall of :90, when this new managerent 
discovered that that company was

The late Judge Jeremiah Black was regarded

jas one of the ablest lawyers this country has 


produced. He was’ an authority on corporation 
law. His exposition of the rights, functions and 
obligations of corporations are unexcelled for 
clearness, breadth and comprehension. In one of 
his addresses he thus defines the position and ob- 
ligation of-an officer of a railroad corporation as 
a public servant. 3 


“I aver that a man or a corporation appointed to 
do a public duty, must perform it with an eye single 
to the public interest. If he perverts his authority 
to purposes of private gain he is guilty of corrup- 
tion, and all who aid and abet him are his accom- 
plices in crime. He defiles himself if he mingles his 
own business with that intrusted to him by the 
Government, and uses one to promote the other. 
If a Judge excuse himself for a false decision by 
saying that he sold his judgment for the highest 
price he could get, you cover his character with 
infamy. A ministerial officer, like a Sheriff, for 
instance, who extorts from a defendent, or even 
from a convict in his custody, what the law does 
not allow him to collect. and puts the surplus in 
his pocket, is a knave upon whom you have no 
mercy. You send county commissioners to the 
Penitentiary for consulting their own financial ad- 
vantage, to the injury of the general weal. When 
the officers of a city corporation make a business 
of running it to enrich themselves, at the expense. 
of the public, you can see at a glance that they are 
the lowest of criminals.* WHY THEN, CAN YOU 
NOT SEE THAT THE OFFICERS OF A RAIL- 
WAY CORPORATION ARE EQUALLY GUILTY 
WHEN THEY PERVERT THE AUTHORITY

Railroad rebatcs, discriminations and 
corrupt. and dishonest transactions by which the 
public or any part of it is plundered, are criminal 
acts. Nor can there be any question of the stu- 
pidity and folly of the proposition to make the 
Government a partner in the management of rail- 
road corporations. Under the law the Government 
occupies a far better position than partner in the 
railroad corporations. It occupies the position of 
master to servant.

'M a cow. Until yesterday I was just an ordinary, peace-loving, milk-giv- 
] ing cow, when a professor out at Washington University tied me to the end 

of a 19-fcot rope, and hitched the other end to a corner of a shed 2% feet 
square out in a big pasture and asked me over how much ground I could graze..

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1—Jimmy 
Britt demonstrated tonight that a fight- 
er defeated and put on the shelf can 
“come back again.” Britt was awarded 
the decision over Battling Nelson by 
Referee Jack Welsh at the end of their 
20-round bout In the auditorium. It was 
one of the flercest fights ever wit- 
nessed in a San Francisco ring, the two 
lightweights, each of whom had a vic- 
tory to his credit, meeting in a grudge 
battle. As an added incentive the win- 
ner igs to fight Joe Gans at Reno in 
September for a $30,000 purse, 

Except in the early rounds of the 
fight Britt had the better of it at all 
stages. He out-boxed| Nelson and even 
the wonderful stamina of the Dane 
barely enabled him to last through the 
20 rounds under the rain of well-placed 
blows delivered by the Californian. 

Nelson became a chopping block to- 
ward the end and at the finish he was 
almost helpless. As in his fight with 
Gans at Goldfield last year, the Bat- 
tler resorted to butting to save him- 
self and was cautioned several times 
by the referee. Britt made a final spurt 
in the twentieth round and it was the 
opinion of experts at the ringside that 
only the gong saved Nelson from a 
knockout. Nelson was a 10-to-6 favor- 
ite when the men entered the ring. 

Britt Entered Ring First. 

Britt entered the ring first. Nelson 
was right at his heels. Both got a 
hearty reception. So did Joe Gans, who 
was there to advertise his Labor day 
bout with the Dane. 

The earlier rounds somewhat lacked 
in action, for Britt, perhaps mindful of 
what happened in his previous bout 
with the Dane, was very cautious, while 
Nelson showed better boxing skill than 
formerly. 

In the fourth Nelson acted as re- 
ceiver for a couple of light lefts, then 
forced Britt to his corner. The Cali- 
fornian sent the Dane’s head back with 
short left swings to the jaw. Nelson 
assimilated the punishment with his 
usual nerve and did good execution 
with his short-arm jolts. Britt landéd 
two hard lefts to the face at the bell. 

In the fifth they slugged shoulder to 
shoulder and Nelson walloped Britt 
with swift upper cuts. A left on the 
mouth made Jimmy spit blood. 

Britt missed swings in the sixth, but 
sent the Dane’s head back with a left 
hook.
